ON  PERSONAL  HYGIENE  BY  OUR  VISITING

A few  ideas  regarding  general  hygiene 
conditions  are  always  worth  writing  a- 
bout  regardless  of  the  gact  that  this 
kind  of  thing  gets  tiresome  to  the  aver- 
age person.  The  important  thing  is  the 
things  that  each  one  of  us  may  do  to 
help  himself. 

Persistent  and  continous  bathing  is 
not  only  necessary  in  care  of  the  gener- 
al clean.liness  of  the  body  from  the 
i standpoint  of  scent  but  is  a large  fac- 
tor in  preventing  boils  and  abscesses. 

Using  a good  g^^ade  of  soap  that  will 
cleanse,  it  is  necessary  for  a man  to 
have  a good  bath  everjr  day,  preferably 
with  warm  wator,This  not  only  removes 
sweat  and  dirt, but  also  any  kind  of  germ 
that  may  be  on  the  skin.  Then  should 
follow  the  donning  of  clean  clothes* 

Lake  water  does  not  cleanse  thcrouglilyj  ] 
even  with  good  soap.  Putting  or.  dirty  j 
clothes  keeps  the  germs  so  that  you  may  j 
scratch  them  into  the  skin.  | 

These  clothes  must  be  kept  clean.  Wash- 
ing them  with  soap  and  water  helps  a 
great  deal  more. 

This  applies  equally  to  the  care  of 


the  feet.  Athletic  foot  (a  ring  worm)  j 
vegetable  infection  that  may  be  prevent-i 
ed  by  cleanliness.  Wear  socks,  boil  them, 
and  freq\iently  change  them.  This  infec- 
tion  gets  into  the  socks  and  shoes  and 
we  reinfect  ourselves  through  them.  The 
shoes,  to  prevent  this,  must  then  be 
sunned  and  treated  with  a solution  of 
formaldam^*^*  is  hard  to  get  it  out  of 
socks  but  much  harder  to  get  it  out  of 
the  shoes. 

Ring  worm  infection  of  the  groin  is 
very  similiar  and  requires  very  much 
the  dame  care.  By  wearing  the  otherman’s 
clothes  or  washing  in  the  dame  "pot” 
without  proper  boiling  helps  to  spread 
it.i 

These  things  can  be  cured  by  contin- 
ual treatment,  but  it  takes  time  and  is 
unpleasant. 

Vincents  Angina,  or  trench  mouth,  is 
much  more  difficult  to  dure.  Not  only 
is  it  painful  but  the  after  effects  of 
the  disease  are  a great  deal  more  se- 
vere, Loss  of  teeth,  arthritis  or  rho- 
matism,  heart  tropblo  and  a multitude 
of  others  result  from  this.  Care  and 
cleanliness  of  the  mouth  and  teeth  to- 
gether with  the  use  of  the  individui.! 
drinking  glass  or  cup  is  absolutely  nec- 
essary, It  spreads  by  drinking  after 
someone  who  has  the  infection. 

It  can  be  cured,  but  you  can  not  al- 
waj’S  cure  the  after  effects.  It  takes 
a long  time  to  effect  the  cure,  with 
plenty  of  pain  and  the  treatment  extend- 
ing over  a long  period  of  time, The  infec 
ted  person  will  help  treat  this  by  pro- 
per care  of  the  mouth  and  the  teeth  af- 
ter the  start  of  the  infection.  So,  he 
should  go  to  the  trouble  to  prevent  the 
start  of  trench  mouth.
